i An Important Decision,

! One of the most important decisions
: delivered lately by the Supreme Court
‘of our State was that in the case of
C. C. Habenicht »s. Rawles and Oth-
ers. It was an sction bronght to hold
hold the wife liable as saretv on ths
note of her husband. The original
Act of the Legislature giving to mar-
ried womexn the power to contract and
i be contracted with as thongh they
i were ferme soles was amended by a
“later Act of the Legislature, which
inserted in the Act the words, *ds o
 her separate estate.”

Under this Act the case was taken
to thc Supreme Court to decide the
guestion whether she would be held
liable since the insertion of the above
words italicised. The decision of the
Court has junst been made public, and
is to the effect that she cannot be bound

unless it appears from the inherent

that the contract related to her seps-
rate estate. Although it is stated in
the instrument that she inteads to bind
her estate it will not bind her unless
it iz made to appear from the contraet
itself that it related to her separate
esfate. In concluding the case, the
Court says:

Hence, before 2 married woman can

| be made liable for the breach of a con-

tract alleged to have beein made by
her. it nust be made to appear, either
from the inherent nature of the con-
traci, or otherwise, that the contract
was made in relation to or concerned
her separate property.
declares in express terms
to bind her separate estate, that alone
will not be sufficient to render the
cuntract valid, for the guestion is as to
her power, which is to be determined
by ‘the nature of the contract itself,
and not as to her infention to bind the
separate property. If, therefore, a
wife shoald sign a note as security for
her husband, or, indeed, for any other
person, aud should declare in the note
in express terms her intention to bind
her separate estate, that would not
make the contract valid as to her, un-
less it was made to appear that the
contract, thongh executed by her as
surety, was designed to benefit her
separate property, or in some other
way relared to or concerned such
property. :
Thisis an important decision, and
one which will affect materially the
contracts of all married women, tak-
ing from them almost entirey their

power {o contract.

The Late John W. Evans.

The passing away of oue of the
most worthy and useful mewbers of a
community, causing a void that will
be a void through the endless ages, is
an event that deserves some note of
record.  Such an event occurred on
the 20th Febroary, ult.,, when our
friend aund neighbor John W. Evans
died. He was in his sixty-third vear,
having been born on the 15th June,
1823. His long life was spent near the
spot of his birth, excepting the pericd
of the late war, during which trring
ordeal he attested the sinceriiy of his
convictions by deeds in the presence of
danger. At home among his neigh-
bors in the days of peace he was the
friend and well-wisher of all, ever
ready, with wise counsels and a gen-
erosity bevond his means, to aid every
worthy énterprise. Zealous and loyal
in his friendships, he was admired and
respected by all; bat he was rewarded
with a pecnliar attachment by those
who knew him best. His father, Mr.
Jos. Evaus, was a brother of the Hon.
David Evens who once represented the
State in Congress. As his name sug-
gests he was also related to the Winn
family formerly of this county.

Mr. Evans was married (o Miss
Mary M. Martin on the 26th January,
1847. His widow and five intellectnal
and affectionate daughters, the survi-
vors of seven childrer, lament his
death. He joined the Presbyterian
Chburch in 1848 or 1849, and for many
years was .= member at Lebauon.
Duori=y the last fifteen or eighteen
Jears his membership was at Salem, of
which charch he was an elder for sev-
eral years and until his death. His
course in life was consistent with his
professions. In death he manifested
the calm intrepidity of a hero witha
conscience void of reproach. '

'The Municipal Contest in the Demo-
cratic Primary---The Work on the
State House---Other Marters of In-
torest.

Corumsia, S. C., March 29.—This
being an election year it is perfectly
natural that the first shadow of the
coming even's shonld benoticed within
the limits of the Capiial of the State.
The city for the lust two or three
weeks has been very mnch excited over
the election of mayor. As a prelimi-
nary to this elestion & mwovement was
on fuol to change from the convention
plan to the primury system of inaking
nominations. The movement wais set
on foet by the adherents of one of the
candidates, with the hope that it would
become populiar and throw the vote to
their side.  This move on the political
board, however, was profmptly wet by
the op:posing torees warinly espousing
the primary plan. This was the only
issne made or attempted to be made
and the contest become one of personal
merit and popularity. Mayor Rhett
was nominated- for a third term and
Col. Marshall by the men in favor of
beginning tho newdeal. Mavor Rhett
brooght into the contest a spotless
record as mayor, as & staunch Demo-
crat and a eallant soldier. Col. Mar-
shall came before the people 2s the
voung man’s candidate and an active
worker in behalf of Democracy. In
the ward meetings the primary plan
was adopted by overwhelming majori-
ties, and then the fun began in earnest.
As indicated by theaction of the spori-
ing men it appeared that Marehall
would win and he was backed heavily
as the winner in the race by that
fraternity and not without good reason,
as he was supported by the young
members of the miltiary, with whom
he i deservedlv popular, as well as
having some of the most astute and
sagacions of the younger politicians te
assist him in the management of the
canvass. Col. Rkett wassnpported by
the older and more substantial citizens
who were anwilling to turn out 3 true
